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7% water, sewer 
hike in VBT to be 
explained Dec. 2 


Van Buren Township DPW Director 
James Taylor will do a presentation on the 
township’s proposed 7% fee hike in water 
and sewer rates at the Dec. 2 meeting of the 
VBT Board of Trustees. 

At the board’s Nov. 17 work/study 
session, Taylor said the Detroit Water and 
Sewerage Department has increased VBT’s 
rates by 5% and “7% is pretty reasonable 
based on our cost.” 

He reminded board members that the 
township raised the fee by only 2% last 
year and absorbed the rest of the costs with 
the Water Department’s fund equity. 

“We can’t keep doing that,” Taylor said. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said he didn’t want the 
raise in water rates to be hidden by being 
approved with the rest of the township’s 
fees at the Dec. 2 meeting. 

“Some sort of presentation should be 
given," Trustee Jahr said and Taylor 
agreed. 

“Van Buren Township's is still one of the 
lowest water rates," Taylor said. 

John Delaney said from the audience that 
Taylor should explain what the water tower 
is doing to decrease the rates. 

The meeting can be watched live at 7 
p.m. on Tuesday, Dec. 7, on Comcast cable 
channel 12.

VBT approves 
purchase of 13 
emergency sirens

The prices were due to go up on Dec. 
1 for emergency sirens, and, so, on Nov. 
18, just short of the deadline the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees unanimously 
approved the purchase of 13 sirens. 

Actually the price of $19,450 per pole was 
four years old and was the price quoted to 
Wayne County as a governmental bid by 
West Shore Services of Allendale. 

After Dec. 1 they will go up to $20,850 
each -- $1,400 more per siren. 

The total for 13 sirens was $273,128, plus 
a total of $5,395 per year for maintenance 
of all the sites. The township will be 
reimbursed $73,230 for three sirens by 
the VBT Downtown Development 
Authority and $77,800 for four sirens by 
the Community Development Block Grant 
fund. The CDBG money can be used for 
sirens in the low/moderate income area in 
the northern part of the township. 

Some of the township’s cost for the six it 
agreed to buy, mostly for the southern side of 
the township, may come from its insurance 
company, the Michigan Municipal Risk 
Management Authority, and/or from the 
VBT Civic Fund, which was meeting Nov. 
20 to consider an allocation. 

Actually, the price was due to go up on 
Nov. 1, but the township board asked West 
Shore president Jeff DuPilka for a few 
more weeks. He set up a final deadline of 
Dec. 1. 

Four years ago Public Safety Committee 
chairman Diane Madigan had DuPilka 
come to the township for a meeting and he 
showed a map with circles he drew of what 
it would take to cover the township with 
emergency sirens. But no action was taken 
by the township until now. 

Fire Chief Dan Besson, who is the 
Emergency Manager for the township, put 
the sirens on the VBT wish list of capital 
purchases and this year the township got 
serious. 

VBT Public Safety Director Greg Laurain 
told the board on Nov. 18 that West Shore 
will order the sirens immediately and they

on what they would like to see for their 
library. 

Dawson said she met with the Belleville 
Area Garden Club and talked to them about 
what they think a library should have and 
where it should be located. 

Dawson said they thought the library 
that was proposed was too large and out of 
place. She said half thought it should stay in 
Belleville and half liked the DNR property. 
They bemoaned the fact that Belleville is 
not what it was 40 years ago and they were 
concerned about the tax payments for the 
high school that was built and the looming 
problem with Visteon bonds. 

“I don't think it's fair to say that was the 
general opinion of the garden club,” said 
Kathleen Walsh, pointing out that special 
meeting was held during the daytime and 
some of the members work. 

Dawson told of other people she talked 
to and what they thought about the library 
and its services. 

Joy Cichewicz said two-thirds of the 
people she talked to wanted the library in 
the central area of the district and the other 
third wanted the DNR site. 

There were a lot of people who said there 
was no need for a café in the library. 

Cichewicz said two people from Sumpter 
said they didn't think Sumpter needed a 
library. She added that two people said 
they thought, "Libraries are just for poor 
people." 

Newly elected board member Sharon 
Peters said, “We need help from people" 
to get their opinions. “Some read the paper 
and some don't," she said, adding some 
said they didn't know there was an August 
ballot question on the library. 

LaChelle Reed Caver, also newly elected 
to the board, said she spoke to a lot of 
people in Sumpter while campaigning. 
"A lot of people did not like the concept 
of the satellite there. The seniors felt 
disrespected.” 

Phillip Miller said he got a call from a 
supporter in Sumpter and of 50 talked to 
only one supported a library in the space 
proposed. He said the seniors didn’t want 
to give up their space in the community 
center to hold a library. 

“There was a feeling that the way the

library board approached the township 
board was, “This is where we’re going to 
put it’ instead of having the township come 
up with a place,” Miller said. 

The library agreement that includes a 
satellite library can be amended by the 
three communities involved, “But it would 
be another huge process,” said board 
member Joe Monte. 

“Maybe down the line they'll find the 
satellite is not necessary," suggested Grant, 
an architect. 

Mary Ban of Sumpter said she asked the 
township attorney if the library agreement 
is null and void because of certain things 
that weren't done. “Dates and times are not 
completely met, in my opinion," Ban said. 
She said the attorney has yet to get back 
to her. 

Board member Elaine Gutierrez said they 
need to look at the library agreement. “It 
needs to be revisited, but not tonight," she 
said. 

Walsh, a retired trust attorney, asked the 
definition of a library and Dawson said, 
“That depends." 

Walsh said her neighbors on Harmony 
Lane see the library that was proposed as 
a large, glass-face building with a café, 
when they think it should be a building 
with books. She said well-educated 
professionals don't go to the library. They 
order their books. 

“You’ve said, ‘We need a building.’ You 
need to say what it is to be used for,” she 
said. 

“Maybe you tried to do too much,” 
suggested Tonya Stoudemire, another 
newly elected board member. 

Phillip Miller said the book marks that 
were being given out before the election 
had a statement in the corner that said, 
“So much more for everyone.” Then, that 
corner of the bookmark was blacked out to 
hide that statement. 

Library Director Deb Green said the bond 
attorney said that statement was more than 
information and needed to be removed. 

The Friends of the Library, who paid for 
the bookmarks, didn’t want to waste their 
money by throwing out the bookmarks, so 
they blacked out the offending verbiage.

The main topic of the Nov. 18 meeting 
was the final draft of the public survey put 
together by board secretary Cichewicz.

Phil Miller, who has experience with 
putting together surveys, offered to run 
the computer, while she stepped back and 
explained questions to the board and the 
dozen people in the audience. He gave her 
suggestions on what to have on the survey 
and everyone looked for typos.

should be here by the first of the year. 

He said, weather permitting, all 13 will 
be installed in January or February and 
West Shore will invoice the township after 
completion. 

Police Lt. Charles Bazzy, who last 
summer was given the responsibility for 
working on the sirens, said the government 
rate of $19,450 per pole is a four-year-old 
price that is being honored through Dec. 1. 
He said since other communities in Wayne 
County have the same kind of sirens — 
Federal Warning systems -- there will be 
interoperability with the communities and 
the county and they will be able to set off 
each other’s sirens in emergencies. 

Director Laurain said the sirens are not

just for tornados and bad weather, but for 
emergencies at the landfills, the airports, 
and the freeways. 

There is a plan to have Dispatch turn on 
the sirens when an emergency occurs and 
also have Dispatch send out a Nixle alert 
on the details of the emergency, as well as 
a message on the bottom of the cable TV 
transmission. The idea is when residents 
hear the sirens, they should go inside and 
learn the details of the emergency. 

Laurain said he will give the board 
monthly updates on the siren installation. 

Three of the sirens would be installed 
on property owned by the township. The 
other 10 would be on county rights of way. 
Locations are: 

* Belleville Road and Lake Villa Drive; 

* Haggerty Road and Independence; 

* Belleville Road and Ecorse Road; 

* Cedar Street and Denton Road; 

* Tyler Road east of Belleville Road; 

* Hoeft Road and Hull Road; 

* Hull Road and Bak Road; 

* Martinsville Road south of Hull Road; 

* Haggerty Road south of Savage Road; 

* Martinsville Road south of Huron River 
Drive.

Keystone Academy is on Bemis Road in 
Sumpter Township, but Zeuty said he thinks 
people will be willing to drive to Canton for 
this special treat. 

He said the price is $1,156 for a four-hour 
block and rather than pay for another room 
for warmup, they will warm up on stage. 

Zeuty said last year he started looking for a 
different venue for his musicians to perform 
in. He said the Keystone gymnasium is a 
gym, with poor acoustics. He said he looked 
around the area for another place and the 
only other one that turned up was a church, 
but that “didn’t happen." 

He said Keystone Principal Keturah 
Godfrey suggested Cherry Hill. He checked 
it out and found a beautiful facility with 
amazing acoustics. 

He said he learned the talented man 
who designed that facility, also designed a 
huge performing arts facility in Dearborn 
and the Thurston and Skyline high school 
auditoriums. 

“We already paid the deposit," Godfrey 
said, noting, "It's a professional facility." 

Zeuty didn't have funds in his budget, so 
he was at the board meeting to ask the board 
to use some of its discretionary funds for the 
project. 

Board president Vesta Losen put the 
proposal on the agenda for the Dec. 11 
meeting. 

In other business at the hour-long meeting, 
the board: 

* Accepted the 2013-14 audit report from 
Plante Moran for the $6 million budget. The 
audit had an *unmodified opinion." Treasurer 
Carol Manley pointed out the board had 
a fund balance of $54,586 and there was 
another decline in food service sales, by 
$8,000. Principal Godfrey said the students

* Approved the amended budget for 2014- 
15. The budget was constructed with the 
assumption of 774 students for fall 2014 and 
there were 768. Also, per pupil funding was 
expected to be $7,356 and it was $7,415; 

* Approved $2,500 for use by the school 
store from the board’s discretionary fund. 
Principal Godfrey said they can’t sell candy 
any more, but prizes for work are motivators 
and students will be able to go to the store to 
redeem their prizes; 

* Approved $2,000 from the discretionary 
fund for Christmas marketing and $2,000 
for teacher appreciation; 

* Made plans for Christmas presents for 
the Keystone staff and for the annual board 
Christmas breakfast for the staff on Dec.

Darius Stirgus has string of offenses 
being faced in district, circuit courts

On Oct. 29 Darius Christopher Stirgus, 
33, waived his preliminary exam on 
several charges before 34" District Court 
Judge Brian A. Oakley. The judge bound 
him over to circuit court for a Nov. 12 
arraignment on the information. 

On Nov. 12, He was arraigned on 
the information by Circuit Court Judge 
Deborah A. Thomas at the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice. A disposition conference 
was set for Nov. 19 before Judge Thomas. 
Then it was continued to Nov. 26. 

Stirgus is facing charges of forging 
license documents/plate and operating 
while license is suspended, revoked or 
denied/allowing a suspended person to 
operate vehicle on Oct. 10 in Van Buren 
Township. He also has been labeled a 
habitual offender. 

VBT Detective Ken Toney pointed out 
to Judge Oakley that Stirgus was also 
facing two Michigan State Police charges 
of driving while license suspended, an 
operating while intoxicated charge, and a 
stop sign charge. 

Stirgus, who is out on $5,000/10% bond, 
was advised to talk to the prosecutor about 
the charges. 

He came back into the courtroom with a 
plea deal where he would plead guilty to 
a new charge of having no valid driver's 
license on person, and the other charges 
would be dismissed. 

He told Judge Oakley that on July 20 
at Bemis and Savage roads in Sumpter 
Township he drove while his driver's 
license was suspended. He said he lived for 
nine months on Haggerty Road. 

Judge Oakley said he wanted to see 
Stirgus' driving record before he sentenced 
him. 

Stirgus returned to the courtroom with 
a plea deal for his Dec. 8, 2011 charges 
in Belleville. He pled guilty to operating 
while impaired and the other charges were 
dismissed. His blood alcohol was .09. 

He was sent to the probation department 
who would report to the judge before 
Stirgus was sentenced on that charge. 

And, the judge sentenced him to six days 
on the work program and $795 in fines for 
another file. 

Stirgus had been charged with five counts 
of assaulting/resisting/obstructing a police 
officer on Christmas Eve 2010 and Jan. 
21, 2011. He entered a plea deal where he 
pled nolo contendere to two "attempting" 
charges and was sentenced to a year of 
probation starting on Feb. 25, 2011. He had 
served three days in jail. 

Karren Arronrobe Couch 
Karren Arronrobe Couch, Jr., 22, pled 


guilty to driving while his alcohol level 
was .17 or more in Sumpter Township on 
Sept. 20. Actually, he said it was .24. His 
driving while license suspended charge 
was dismissed. 

Couch told Judge Oakley that he is 
attending Washtenaw Community College 
and has no job. He has lived on Rawsonville 
Road for five years, he said. 

Bond was continued and he will be back 
for sentencing. Sumpter Officer Danielle 
Buccellato was in charge of the case. 

Rajan Nagibha Sutariya 

The retained attorney for defendant Rajan 
Nagibha Sutariya asked for an adjournment 
on the charges against his client. Sutariya is 
charged with domestic violence, operating 
while under the influence of liquor/UBAC, 
and personal watercraft charges. 

His preliminary exam was adjourned for 
six weeks, to 9 a.m., Dec. 10. Judge Oakley 
pointed out this was the third adjournment 
— and the last. The attorney said this is the 
first adjournment for his law firm since 
they had just been hired. He said they will 
be picking up the discovery (evidence) the 
next week. 

Van Buren Township Detective Mark 
Buxton is in charge of the case. 

Defendant from Sri Lanka 

Judge Oakley conferred with a defendant 
originally from Sri Lanka who spoke in 
Tamil through his interpreter. He found 
the defendant lost his job after the March 
14 accident where he was charged with 
driving while license suspended. 

Judge Oakley remembered the case and 
said he sentenced the man with days on the 
work program, which he completed, but he 
has not paid the $485 in fines and costs. 

The interpreter said the man is trying to 
find a job. He had worked for 10 years, but 
then lost his job with the accident and has 
had a hard time getting another job. 

Judge Oakley learned the man was 
surviving on the goodwill of friends and 
is staying with the interpreter. He has no 
money. 

Judge Oakley said, instead of the money, 
he will sentence the man to 50 hours of 
community service, with at least 20 hours 
per month starting in November. He said 
he should work for a non-profit charity 
picked from the court's list or find one on 
his own. 

When the interpreter explained the change 
to the man, the man had tears of gratitude 
running down his face and a big smile. 

Later on in the court session, another 
defendant asked if he couldn't do 
community service, too, instead of paying 
money. When the judge determined the 
man had been working for 20 years, he said 
he had to pay the money.

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VBT Planners table approval for Victoria Park site plan revision

After a lengthy discussion at its regular 
meeting on Nov. 12, the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission voted 
unanimously to table a request for an 
amendment to the Victoria Park site plan 
so homes can start being built. 

The commission was ready to approve 
the request for revised single-family 
architectural elevations with minor 
recommendations from planning consultant 
Sally Hodges of McKenna Associates, but 
the representative of the builders balked. 

Hodges had recommended that proposed 


architectural plans be slightly changed to 
assure houses are substantially different 
from their neighbors. She suggested three 
plans be changed from brick to stone and 
one plan be changed from vertical siding 
to shake siding. 

There were eight revised plans for different 
sizes of homes, with two elevations each, 
presented by the builder for approval. 

The Victoria Park Planned Residential 
Community, at the northeast corner of 
Ecorse and Morton Taylor roads, was 
approved in 2006 and went into foreclosure 
during the recession. Its PRD agreement 
expired.

Various infrastructure elements and 
several homes were constructed on the site 
before the PRD expired. 

In February 2014 a consent judgment 
was entered into between the township and 
the new property owner specifying terms 
under which residential home construction 
could begin. 

Among the conditions of the consent 
judgment is planning commission approval 
of any proposed architectural plans that 
differ from the original PRD-approved 
plans, as is required by Section 4.54 of the 
zoning ordinance. 

The standards of 4.54 require, among other 
things, that the dwellings look different 
from each other to avoid monotony in a 
development. 

Jeff Gibbs said he was asked to represent 
Allen Edwin Homes before the planning 
commission. He said there are 88 
developable lots in the development and 
Allen Edwin has half of those. 

He said they have made a lot of upgrades 
in the last 1-1/2 years that they’ve owned 
the property and they want the plans to 
be accepted as presented and not with 
McKenna’s recommendation. 

“Having just half doesn’t relieve you of 
the responsibility,’ Hodges said, noting the 
elevations presented all have the same roof 
pitch. 

Commission vice chairman Donald 
Boynton read part of an Oct. 14 letter 
from Dan Merrivale that he felt might 
compromise the approval. 

Gibbs said in the consent judgment there 
was a provision for administrative approval 
for changes by the planning director or 
his assignee if someone wants something 
different. 

Hodges counseled the commission 
members that they would be voting on 
their motion and would not be approving 
the letter. 

"[ don't feel the changes are that 
substantial,” Commissioner Joan Franzoi 
said of Hodges' recommendation. "Sally 
has been very generous in correcting this. 
If it was me, I'd say go back to the drawing 
board." 

Township Treasurer Sharry Budd, who 
sits on the commission, said she agreed

with Franzoi. She said the development 
was supposed to have a neighborhood, 
walking feeling with front porches and it 
doesn’t have that. 

Gibbs insisted that there were eight 
plans presented and each plan had two 
elevations. He said the building permits 
won't be granted by the township unless 
they are different. He noted Allen Edwin 
has 44 sites under contract. 

"There will be three different to the 
right, three different to the left, and three 
different across the street," Gibbs said. “At 
the time of the building permit issuance it 
will be determined." 

He asked that the commission tell the 
reason in the motion to deny. 

Hodges said there is no recommendation 
to deny. She said the eight different homes 
must comply with the ordinance. 

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson said the permits come back for 
administrative approval and the designs 
selected are market-driven from the 
eight designs the planning commission 
approves. 

"[ work with the builder who is doing 
this," Gibbs said. “The ordinance will be 
met." 

“I think the planning commission should 
set the eight elevations," Budd said. “It 
should not be left to the head of the building 
and planning department." 

“SJ Jacobson Blue Victoria owns over 200 
lots in the township,” Gibbs said. “Allen 
Edwin is the largest builder in Michigan. 
There is no reason we can see why they 
wouldn't be approved..." 

"The consent judgment states the 
administration can approve changes," 
Hodges said. “We are requesting a few 
minor changes." 

Thompson asked the commission's 
options and Hodges said they could keep 
the elevations and when the builder comes 
in for a permit, it could be determined if the 
elevation is right. 

"Does that make sense?" Thompson 
asked of Gibbs and he said it did. 

Commissioner Carl Johnson suggested 
the commission approve the request, based 
on Hodges recommendations. He said the

changes are so minor and they are spending 
so much time on it. “Stone/brick, shake/ 
vertical siding.” 

Budd said she would rather see the 
changes and not put the onus on the head 
of the building and planning department.

Because they do not have enough room on 
the site to plant 374 trees as required by the 
ordinance, Costco will pay the township 
$130,900, which will be put into a tree 
fund for trees to be planted in places such 
as parks to benefit the township as a whole;

* Gave final site plan approval to Costco's 
347,720-square-foot Warehouse / Depot 
project. The Costco representative Peter 
Kahn said, “We feel like we're very, very 
close to resolving the final issues ... we 
will comply with any changes asked for, 
so we can start moving dirt."

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Chief Berriman describes Masons’ grant offer to pay for officer

Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman 
explained the grant offer of the Masonic 
Lodge to pay for a new officer for the city. 

Chief Berriman said the Masons will 
sponsor a current reserve police officer 
who wants to be a certified city officer by 
paying the city the tuition for the police 
academy and the officer's pay while in the 
academy. 

Chief Berriman confirmed that the reserve 
officer is a member of the Masonic Lodge. 

At its Nov. 3 meeting, the city council 
voted unanimously to accept the offer 
from the Masons, but information on the 
agreement was sparse. 

Chief Berriman said the Masons will 
sponsor the candidate if everything works 
out for the person to go to the academy. 

The person, who has yet to be confirmed, 


is not being identified until everything is in 
place, Chief Berriman said. 

He said he just received a packet from 
the academy for its next session which 
will begin in January. Everything has to be 
worked out by the deadline in the middle 
of December. 

The person has to pass the Michigan 
Commission on Law Enforcement 
Standards (MCOLES) requirements, he has 
to apply to the Schoolcraft Police Regional 
Academy and pass the written and physical 
tests, as well as a drug test, before being 
admitted, Chief Berriman said. 

MCOLES has strengthened its guidelines 
because of the way the city worked to 
get reserve officer Joe Melville into the 
academy several years ago, Berriman said. 
He said MCOLES officials will talk to 
him to make sure everything is the way it 
should be. 


Melville was ejected from the academy. 
To be certified as a police officer by 

MCOLES a candidate must pass the 
academy and be employed with a law 
enforcement agency as a law enforcement 
officer. Reserves are considered volunteers 
even though they are paid on occasion for 
certain assignments. 

The city does have a part-time position 
open in the police department.
